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Applicants argue that the Background of the Invention discloses standard adaptation techniques, and says Chaudhari et at. ('590) 
represents the prior art. Applicants say that Chaudhari et al. ('590) does not disclose the limitation of "adapting the classification system 
via adapting the at least one derived function of the classification system." Applicants maintain that the adaptation technique presents 
adaptation with smaller amounts of data. 

However, the limitation of "adapting the at least one derived function" is subject to broad interpretation. The claims do not set forth any 
specific derived function to be adapted. Chaudhari et al. ('590) discloses a discriminant function for classification. The discriminant 
function corresponds to "the at least one derived function." Furthermore, Chaudhari et al. ('590) discloses that the discriminant function 
is adapted when a feature space is transformed to yield a transformed discriminant function. Thus, Chaudhari et al. ('590) meets the 
limitation of "adapting the at least one derived function", as broadly interpreted, by disclosing a transformed discriminant function. 
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
